The above is a six-year-old Burkett Pecan Tree that’s growing In one of 
our groves. It has been bearing since 2 years old and this year It will likely 
produce 10 pounds. At this time it is about twenty-flve feet high and has a 
spread of twenty-five feet. No special care has been given this tree. A 100- 
ac-re pecan grove with trees like this one should easily have a value of from 
$400.00 to $600.00 per acre, or the 100 acres should have a value of $40,000.00 
to $60,000.00, and as most people know the grove would just be starting. A 
pecan grove will be a growing proposition for 100 years or more. Peas are 
being grown In this grove to build up the soil as the land has been in culti- 
vation for 75 years or more.

Quite often I have obseiwed a person buying a piece of land and plant- 
ing to pecans, and by careful cultivation adding, annually, value to the 
land. In other words, I have seen two pieces of land of the same value, and 
at the end of five years the one planted to pecans becomes worth just five 
times as much as the one not planted. 

There is in South Georgia a man owning a fann of 250 acres, ten acres 
of which are set to pecans — good soil, good variety, good distances, and 
giving good results.

Suitable Soils for Pecans 

Pecan trees will come nearer growing anywhere a tree will grow 
than any other tree grown. Land where you can find water from 
10 to 35 feet deep will, as a rule, give unusually good results. It 
has been thought that Pecans must be set on bottom land, and it is 
good, but people are planting more Pecans today on upland and cut- 
over pine land than on any other kind, and they are getting splen- 
did results. If you want a Pecan Grove and have land that grows 
other trees, you can grow Pecans if you will put them out and 
care for them. 

In planting either bottom or hill land, only plant well drained 
land, and never use land that has a tendency to be sour. A Pecan 
tree will grow most any place cotton will, and, like cotton or corn, 
the stronger the land, the faster and better the tree will grow. So if 
your land is poor, fertilize well and grow cover crops to build it up. 

When Buying Our Pec^n Trees 

You will get nice, smooth, stocky trees except of the Halbert, 
Texas Prolilc and San Saba varieties. These three varieties make 
a willowy growth and it’s almost impossible to grow them straight. 
In the past we have propagated the most of our trees by the bud 
method, which causes an offset somewhere on the trunk of the tree, 
hut now we are grafting 75% of our trees. A graft is put on the 
roots of a tree, so we get a straight growth from the ground up. 
For this reason we can give you the smoothest bunch of trees by 
far that we have ever grown.

Time to Set Out Pecan Grove 

The time to begin setting Pecan trees is about November lOtli, as 
by that time we have usually had good rains and enough cool weather 
to cause sap to go down and trees to shed their leaves. Trees can 
be set from November 10th until March 15th. It is preferable to 
set trees as early as possible so the winter rains will cause the soil 
10 settle more thoroughly around the roots; however, you can get 
good results in January and February. 

Place Your Orders Early 

Place your orders early and you will come much nearer getting the 
sizes and varieties that you want. Set your trees in November or 
December and you will get a better growth the next season. Don’t 
delay, but place your order now.

Remember 
you can make almost as much cotton, truck crops, or anything else 
that you may want to grow on. the land, as you would had you not 
set the trees. 

7. BECAUSE Pecans are the most healthful food of all the nut 
families; and, with our meat supply' diminishing so rapidly, the 
Pecan will some day be one of our staple foods. 

8. BECAUSE you are not forced to sell your Pecans the day, 
the week, nor the year you grow them; but by placing them on cold 
storage you can keep them fresh and good for months and months, 
or until the price suits you. You can ship them around the world 
if you like. 

9. BECAUSE Pecan meats will sell for a great deal more per 
■pound than any other nuts. Five pounds of Pecans, when shelled, 
are sold where there is one pound of English walnuts sold. 

10. BECAUSE the United States imported from 1909 to 1919, 
526,976,630 pounds of nuts, an average of over fifty million pounds 
per year. At 40c per pound this would he more than $20,000,000 
per year. 'Why not keep this money at home?

13. BECAUSE a Pecan Grove should live (if given reasonable 

care) to be 100 to 300 years old, and it will not only benefit you but 
it will benefit the unborn generations. ’

dren, to set at least enough Pecan trees around your home that you 
may have all the large Paper Shell Pecans you need for home use 
if no more.

When setting land we advise setting 17 
to 20 trees to the acre. 17 trees per acre 
will make 50x50 feet. 20 to the acre will 
make them 45 feet 8 inches by 46 feet 8 
inches. When setting rich bottom land we 
advise setting 12 trees to the acre, or 60x60 
feet each way. However, some advise 15 
trees per acre on this kind of land. The richer 
the land the larger the trees will grow. This 
is the reason you must give them more room. 


15. BECAUSE they make the prettiest shade trees that are 
grown on earth; and at the same time are producing a very valuable 
crop of nuts in addition. 

16. BECAUSE our State Legislature has made the Pecan tree 
our “State Tree,” and has asked all who will to set Pecan trees in 
preference to any others.
